WASHINGTON (7) The 
House passed today the $4,800,- 
000,000 tax-slashing bill, sending 
it to President Truman. 

The vote was 289 to 66. This 
is 52 votes more than the two- 
thirds which would be needed to 
override a veto. 

The measure cuts taxes for all 
the 52,000,000 income taxpayers 
and drops 7,400,000 low income ; 
persons from the tax rolls. 

Mr. Truman is expected to veto 
the bill quickly, perhaps with a 
message citing needs for more bil- 
lions for military preparedness in

oe Postmaster Orton P. Brady 
revealed today the rapidly 
expanding air mail service 


was to include Upland, the 
local dispatches being taken 
to the Ontario airport for 
pick-up by the recently in- 
stalled helicopter air service. 

He has received no details as 
|to the dispatch schedule but a 
| |regional superintendent of the U. 
; |S. postal service will be here soon 
to make full arrangements. 

While highly gratified over 
jhaving his office being included 
|in the speeded up air service, Mr. 
| Brady expressed amazement. at 
1the receipt of more than 200 let- 
ters from all parts of the world 
for inclusion in the first air mail 
cachet from Upland. 

Alert stamp collectors are ap- 
parently subscribers to the postal 
department's bulletin. The bul- 
letin of March 17 listed Upland 
along with a few other cities to 
be included in the new air service. 
| About the time the bulletin was 
‘ treceived here Mr. Brady began 
receiving letters containing es- 
pecially addressed envelopes for 
inclusion in the first ‘‘official post 
office cachet to be mailed from 
Upland”. 

Every mail brings more letters 
| and the post marks include sev- 
eral foreign countries. and many 
states in this natién. 

With an eye to appealing to 
+stamp collectors, the postal de- 
| partment has furnished Mr. Brady 
special instructions in handling 
che first-flight letters. “All mail 
received from first trip should be 
| 0ack-stamped with the date and 
the hour of arrival at your post 
office,” read a portion of the de- 
j tailed instructions.

|. California State Budget Stands. 
At $952,278,536 After Meeting 
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SACRAMENTO, by #®)—Califor- 
ia’s state budget for the fiscal 
beginning next July 1 
stood at $952,278,536 today after 
the assembly had virtually com- 
pleted action cn it. . 

As introduced by Governor 
Warren, the total was $919,943, 
287. 

In an effort to complete consid- 
eration of the big money bill the 
assembly remained in session un- 
til after midnight. All items in 
the measure were brought to a 
roll call but it was then necessary 
to send it out to reprint. 

Among the increases voted wa3 
an appropriation of $5,500,000 to 
‘finance state sponsorship of child 
care centers for another year. 
The Senate like the assembly has 
passed the policy bill committing 
the state to continuation. of the 


centers but has yet to act on the, 


appropriation. 

The house earlier had added $16, 
000,000 plus for the University of 
California’s supplemental build- 
ing program and $7,000,000 for 
three new four year state colleges.

program voted by legislative ac- 
tion was $32,335,249. 

Near midnight the house be- 
came entangled in an argument 
over the state’s appropriation for 
support of the national guard. 
Assemblyman Augustus Hawkins 
offered an amendment to prohibit 
racial considerations in national 
guard promotions and barring seg- 
regation. It eventually lost 31 to 
35. 

Opponents charged it was an 
attempt to write a fair, employ- 
ment practices act into the bud- 
get when such legislation should 
be presented as a separate bill.

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Both Warren, Dewey Think 
Clearly About International Crisis 


Two candidates for the Republican nomination for 
president have demonstrated that they are continuing to 
thin clearly about the international crisis in spite of the 
continued confusion that seems to be rampant inside the 
administration. 

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New York demanded yester- 
day that President Truman give a “full and frank disclosure” 
of the present world situation. He said that he was con- 
vinced that the peace can be preserved through strength 
and that “war is the last failure of bankrupt diplomacy.” 

went on to charge that the administration’s foreign 
policy is “both vaccilating and inadequate.” 

The day before Gov. Earl Warren of California, speak- 
ing in Lincoln, Neb., pulled no punches in declaring that it 
was about time to submit the question of aggression to 
the U. N. “fairly and squarely without fear of conse- 
quences,” 

- ZHe went on to say, “Better a thousand times that the 
United Nations should succumb in defense of the high pur- 
poses for which it was founded than that it should live on 
in an atmosphere of frustration and hypocrisy while free- 
dom itself is dying a violent death.” 

It. no doubt has become apparent to both Mr. Dewey 
and Mr. Warren tnat not only is the “crisis not clear to 
many people but also that the United Nations, once widely 
heralded as the only hope for world peace, has been vir- 
tually abandoned in fevor of the power politics so pre- 
valent after World War I. If an international agency like 
the U. N. is to have any reason for existence, it must, as 
Mr. Warren so forcefully and clearly pointed out, have 
the .epportunity to demonstrate its usefulness. Yet in no 
controversy of any great importance has it been called 
upom-to arbitrate or act. 

It will be recalled that just a year ago we started send- 
ing aid to Greece and Turkey without even once bringing 
the matter up before the United Nations for action. If the 
U. Ni can not function on a matter as vital as this, then 
what reason does it have for existing at all? People every- 
where are pretty generally tired of having the U. N. become 
a debating society which is always left “holding the bag” 
with the perpetual Russian veto. There was some question, 
of course, whether the U. N. could have acted quickly 
enough in Greece to forestall communist advances; yet. 
after a year of U. S. aid, the Greek government, according 
to all.reports, has made no progress against the Red forces. 
- Both Gov. Warren and Gov. Dewey have demonstrated 
during this highly-charged period when people are talking 
openly of war with Russia that they possess the caliber of 
statesmanship that is required today for the presidency 
of, the United States. Mr. Warren, in particular, shows 
that he has faith not only in his country but in his generation 
to.solve whatever may be ahead of us. His advice to let 
thé United Nations “succumb in defense of the high pur- 
poses for which it was founded” deserves more than just 


passing consideration.
